IN TERMS of style, Camp David 
presented an Interesting and 
probably unique challenge for 
Prime Minister Begin and the 
Israeli delegation, partic 
those among the delegation who 
do not have much experience in 
American mores. For the 
Americans, a constant ming} 
of business with pleasure, of inten. 
sive negotiation with equally in. 
tensive and single-minded rejaxa. 
tion, ia altogether unextraor. 
dinary. For Begin and most of the 
Israelis, for whom politics and αἱ. 
fairs of state are their hobbies as 
well as jobs, this was a new ex. 
perience. 

Thus, one can scarcely {magine 
the Prime Minister in his own 
Jerusalem milieu taking time out 
from a Herut Party convention — 
let alone from crucial negotiations 
that could seal the fate of the na- 
tion — for a game of chess. 

Nor would Eizer Weizman, inthe 
normal Isracii order of things, go- 
karting around the Tel Aviy 
Kirya, or shooting pool, in 
between bouts of welghty and 
fateful deliberations. 

Yet this very un-Israeli style is 
what was required at Camp David 
— as part of the U.S. prealdent's 
carefully designed effort to 
lower tensions and ease the 
hostility that had accrued — es- 
pecially between Begin and Sadat 
themselves during these recent 
months of public recriminations 
and the apparent fading of peace 
hopes. 

Ambassador Dinitz, familiar 
with the American way of doing 
things, took the Camp David style 
in his stride. He was Israel's sole 
champion on the tennis courts, 
where Secretary of State Vance, 
National Security Adviser 
Brzexzinaki, and on occasion the 
Carters too, habitually besported 
themselves. 

Weizman too, with his natural 
zest and sportamanship, re 
his RAF days snooker skills to 
acquit himself honourably at the 
billiard table.

From now on the old notion of 
the prophet-poet who bears 
witness to history as scourge and 
seer yields to the poet seeking 
grace and salvation within the 
poem Itself, Human predicaments 
areno longer resolved in the dusty 
sphere of political action but in the 
achieved poem — where a 
momentary conjunction of image 
and rhythm at once transcends 
and asauages the pain of history,
